PGPUB 20070067655 to Shuster teaches having a secondary display consuming less 
power in a low power mode flf's 0023-0024]. 

US Pat No 7047339 to Oakley teaches having a secondary display which uses less power 
than a primary display [col. 7 lines 39-63]. 

US Pat No 6289399 to Furuichi et al teaches monitoring usage of a plurality of devices 
[col. 3 lines 45-48]. 

US Pat No 5483656 to Oprescu et al teaches monitoring usage of a plurality of devices 
and controlling power to those devices [fig. 2 and cols. 7-9 lines 62-26]. 

Applicants admitted prior art teaches selecting between a plurality of user input devices 
based on user preference [page 2 lines 3-10]. 
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The prior art of record does not teach or suggest either individually or in combination 
identifying low-power alternatives to using the top power consuming I/O devices, reducing the 
power consumption of a selected one of a plurality of I/O devices based on an estimate of future 
power consumption that is based on recent usage, reducing power consumption of a selected one 
of a plurality of I/O devices based on a generated usage model or power model from profiling 
each I/O device, selecting a low power alternative to an I/O device to reduce power 
consumption, or a processor reducing the power consumption of a selected one of a plurality of 
I/O devices based on usage when a remaining battery life falls below a threshold.
